‘Waycross, Ga., May 29.—[Special.]—Ware 
county has been in gala dress today, the event 
being the commencement of the Waresboro 
high school. Professor I. P. Settle had pre- 
pared well, and by his efforts had secured for 
Waresboro and Ware county two of the lead- 
ing citizens of the state, Governor Northen 
and School Commissioner Bradwell, to be 
t and address the people. 
Governor Northen and Commissioner Brad- 
well arrived at Waycross last night, and this 
morning{ an informal reception was tendered 
them at the Strickland house, the mayor and 
council officially paying their respects, as well 
as the president of the school board, Hon. J. 
L. Sweat, Hon. L. A. Wilson, Captain C. C. 
Grace, and others. The Waycross Rifles, 
under command of Captain Farr, were pre- 
sented to the governor, and went as a special 
escort to Waynesboro with him. The Misses 
Wideman and Miss Daisy Hudson, sponsor of 
the company, were presented to the governor. 
At 8:30 o’clock the special train bearing the 
gentleman passed out of the depot. At Wares- 
doro the committee of escort, consisting of 
Mayor Davidson, Captain Jefferds and Profes- 
sor Settle, took the governor and commissioner 
in charge, and in carriages drove to the speak- 
er's stand. 

Colonel William A. McDonald introduced 
Governor: Northen to the assembled multi- 
tude, and the governor saluted the people at 
10:55 o’clock.

Referring to Andersonville, the Grand 
Army has undertaken a work there of con- 
siderable magnitude. They purchased, less 
than a year since, the property formerly used 
as a prison, and have since been en in 
laying it off asa park and a place o uty. 
Avenues have been opened, underbrush cut 
away, swamp land reclaimed, and an immense 
amount of labor performed during the past 
few months. 

The title to the property is now vested in 
the department of Georgia, but it is proposed 
to present it to the national encampment of the 
Grand Army of the Republic at its meeting in 
August in Detroit, and it is believed that 
within a comparatively short time this will be 
developed into one of the most beautiful and 
interesting spots in Georgia. 


BUSINESS IN COURT. 


Judge Boynton Clearing up the Docket 
in Columbus. 


Co.tumsvs, Ga., May 3 — Judge 
Boynton today sentenced Clarence McElroy, 
the negro convicted of killing his paramour, 
to the penitentiary for life, and Jack Arm- 
strong, convicted of killing F. C. Jordan, by 
striking him over the head with a billard 
cue, to the penitentiary for twenty months. 
Armstrong was found guilty of involuntary 
manslaughter, and§the jury insisted in a peti- 
tion to the judge to make the sentence as light 
as possible. The judge stated that he thought 
the verdict correct; that from the evidence he 
did not believe Armstrong intended killing the 
man, and hence he made the sentence light. 
Armstrong has a widowed mother, wife and 
two children dependent upon him, and is in 
straitened circumstances. After the sentence, 
the scene between him and his wife was very 
affecting, and some sympathetic person in the 
courtroom passed around the hat and in a few 
minutes collected a good sum, which was 
handed the weeping wife who tremulously 
returned her thanks. 

About twenty parties were before Judge 
Boynton in the superior court today charged 
with keeping gambling houses, gambling and 
betting. A few got off, but the majority were 
fined in sums ranging from $50 to $100, the 
amount taken in aggregating over $1,000. The 
sports were in a state of mind during 
the day. Judge Boynton leaves for 
Griffin tomorrow, having disposed of 
all criminal business in which Judge Martin 
was disqualified. 

The jury in the case of Will Wallace, 
charged with murder, has been out since 3 
o’clock yesterday afternoon. * to midnight 
tonight they had not agreed. They will be 
called in the court tomorrow before Judge 
Boynton leaves, and if they have failed to 
reach a verdict by that time, a mistrial will be 
declared, and the jury discharged.

of sénators in the joint assem of the two 
houses of the legislature when ballot was 
taken, yet of the two houses added together 
there was more than a quorum. 

“The law says,” responded Judge Crisp 
when asked his opinion, that the two houses 
of the legislature shall meet in joint assembly 
and ballot for a senator. If, when the motion 
was made in the senate to go into joint session 


with the house, the point was raised that no 


quoram was present and that was found to be 
correct, the senate could do no business as 
long as the point of no quorum was insisted 
on until a quorum was developed. If the 
point of no quorum was raised and there was 
no quorum present, then the senate’s action 
in going into joint session with 
the house was illegal and the acts of the joint 
assembly cannot hold. 

“But if no senator called attention to the 
fact that no quorum was present, and there 


was no roll call to show it, then it cannot be ‘ 


declared to be illegal, for there remains noth- 
ing in the record to show the absence of a 
quorum. When it is not shown that ‘no 
quorum’ is present, a quorum is considered 
present.

Manual Training and Specialties. 

Apropos of a recent article quoted in these 
columns from The Richmond Times, Profes- 
sor White, of the State university, in a letter 


to THE CONSTITUTION, has this to say: 
Care should be taken not to misinterpret the le- 
gitimate scope of “specialization’’ in education. 
It is no new thing to insist that every man can- 
not be a universal genius.” Since the days of 
Tubal-Cain men have specialized in handicrafts, 
and ancient Aristotle taught his disciples the 
value of concentration upon single lines of. 
thought. If by an “all-round” man is meant only 
one whocan “do many thingsin a general and 
superficial way,“ the world has no need for him, 
and the system of education that produced him is 
afraud. No rational educational system—ancient 
or modern—so far as I know, ever aimed at the 
production of such a *“Jack-of-all-trades.” Of 
course, men must specialize, and, of course, their 


education should be so directed as to train them 


to specialize well. But (and this “but” should be 
printed in big letters) it must not be forgotten 
that the highest type of specialist is he who knows 
“something of everything and everything of 
something.” Before men or boys are fitted to 
specialize to advantage they should have received 
a sound general, “all-round” (if you please) train- 
ing of hand or head qualifying them to become 
intelligent masters of their special craft, rather 
than mere skillful puppets. 

There has never been, and there is not how, a 
dearth of facilities for producing specialists“ of 
@ certain class. So long as mills and factories take 

children of a tender age and train them for a life- 
time to do nothing else but to put a point upona 
and so long as law 
schools and medical schools admit immature, un- 
educated and ignorant students to their lecture 
courses, there will be no lack of skillful ‘‘special- 
iste” of a certain kind. But when the automaton, 
in the form of improved machinery, has been con- 
structed to do their special work more accurately 
than they, or the increase df knowledge has ren- 
dered obsolete their rule-of-thumb practices, then 
such specialists are, indeed, in sorry plight and 
find their occupation gone. But the true special- 
ist—the educated, intelligent, “all-round” man 
He masters his craft and is 
prepared by his broad training to meet and ad- 
just himself to its progressive changes. He never 


permits his special craft to master him. There- 


fore, the primary object of all true education 
should be to lay the substantial foundation of a 
broad, general culture; it should broaden men, 
not narrow them; should develop and quicken all 
their facuities of hand and head, preparatory to 
special training; it should make men, not ma- 
chines. 

All this is elemental, but some writers, it ap- 
pears, will insist upon misconceiving the whole 
intention of the improved modern methods of ed- 
ucation. Those who have advocated and been 
chiefly instrumental in securing recognition of 
industrial and technical education as genuine ed- 
ucation have not set aside the fundamental prin- 
wiples of all education for the sake and 
in the expectation of making ‘‘special- 
ists. On the contrary, their persistent 
effort has been to so arrange that those chil- 
dren and youths who are fore-ordained to special- 
ties by their conditions or the requirements of 
the times shall secure, along with or preliminary 
to their special training, the general education 
which all intelligent men should have in common,

. fluential columns. 


To all this we give our hearty approval. 
We should be careful, in these days of cre- 
ation of special schools, colleges and insti- 


tutes for the training of mechanics, farmers, 


teachers and professional mea of all callings 
that the schools and colleges and universi- 
ties which provide the fundamental ground- 
work of all culture should not be neglected. 
Specialization should certainly be encour- 
aged, but proper preparation for intelligent 
specialization should be insisted upon.

It seems that the aged 
political economist was engaged in an argu- 
ment with the student, and he had just 
quoted Jefferson to the effect that error 
ceases to be dangerous when reason is left 
free to combat it, when the student suddenly

We fear that some day the masses of this 
country will be just as fiercely opposed to 
each other on economic issues as they ever 
were on the old sectional questions.

The Negro South and North. 


The Philadelphia Press, in the course of 
some editorial comments on an article by 
Rev. Samuel J. Barrows, in the current At- 
lantic Monthly, admits, with something like 
a grunt of disapprobation, the interesting 
facts therein set forth, and, at the close, 
makes the following statement: 

These indications of a rising standard in the 
mental, moral and material condition of the col- 
ored people will be welcome news to those inter- 
ested in the welfare of the race. The heroic 
achievements of the blacks would excite admira- 
tion and sympathy among any other people than 
their former owners and their descendants. But 
the whites, instead of lending them a helping 
hand and granting them their political rights as 
they become prepared to exercise them, seem more 
than ever determined that there shall be no polit- 
ical future for the negroes. The rule has been and 
still is that an ignorant, shiftless white man is 
better adapted to exercise the suffrage than an 
educated, industrious negro. But the latter, al- 
though he has a vast amount of ignorance and 
poverty yet to overcome, has shown by what he 
has accomplished, in spite of the covert hostility 
of his white brother, that there is a future for the 
black man, and that he is working it out by his 
own effort and in his own way. 

Here the spirit of sectionalism, which is 
the basis of The Press’ republican politics, 
crops out in a most significant way. The 
very facts which Dr. Barrows sets forth 
with such elaborate and impartial care, and 
which The Press says will be welcome news 
to those interested in the welfare of the 
race, show, beyond all question, the real 
attitude of the southern people toward the 
negro. These facts are above and beyond 
argument. They merely confirm what Tur 
CONSTITUTION has stated thousands of 
times, that the progress of the negro in the 
south, in all directions, has-been most mar- 
velous. We are glad to have the confirm- 
ation that Dr. Barrows gives; it is import- 
ant; but most important of all are the facts 
themselves. 

There is nothing sane or wholesome about 
the republican sectionalists. Those who 
are not run wild with the desire to bring 
partisan politics to bear on every matter 
of importance need not be told that the 
negro race in the south could have 
made no progress in any direction if 
the attitude of the white people had 
been hostile or even neutral. Those who 
take note of the progress and development 
of the negro race know that it could have 
accomplished little without the active aid 
and sympathy of the whites. Nevertheless, 
here is a journal that stands high as a repre- 


sentative of public opinion, declaring that 


the negro has progressed and accumulated 
property in the south’ in spite of the covert 
hostility’? of the Wwhita man. It is pitiful to 
see a great question discussed from a par- 
tisan and stctional point of view.

In doing this lending he appeared to get 

the best of the people for whom it was got- 
ten, and also thé companies ffom whom the 
money was borrowed. 
For some dme this went on, but a few: days 
since it was decided by a number of people 
who had done basiness through Captain Cobb 
that they had been duped long enough and 
they proceeded to start an investigation. 

Asa result several warrants were sworn 
out. 

They were never served. Some of the cap- 
tain’s friends got wind of the matter and hid 
him in the garret of the courthouse till night. 

A team Was then procured from a friend 
liveng in the country near by, and the wily 
lawyer was carried almost to Dahlonega.

Methode of Operation. 

The captain seems to have had several dif- 
ferent ways of making money for himself out 
of the loan business. 

He would take applications for loans from 
parties, and argree with them on a commission 
much lower than the regular rates. When 
the applicant left, the captain would,so it is 
charged, change the figures, making the rate 
much higher, and send it in in this shape. 
When the money came this high commission 
was taken out before the borrower got hold of 
the money. 

When the dupe complained Cobb was all 
apologies, and always said he would look into 
the matter and have the company correct the 
mistake. Of course the check showed up all 
right as the fee and commission had been de- 
ducted before the check was drawn up, and 
thus Cobb would got the fee agreed upon and 
the amount raised, always a neat sum. 

In other cases he would take power and 
sign receipts, endorse checks or draw money, 
always keeping the entire amount. 

When the borrower asked for the money, he 
was told that it had not arrived. If pushed 
closely the captain would suavely and in an 
accom g manner lend the applicant 
some money on his own personal account. 

This kindness was always appreciated to 


such an extent that the unsuspecting appli- 


cant was kept quiet for a time. 

Captain Cobb didn't seem to mind which 
way he worked just so he came out ahead. 

If a man wanted to borrow $1,000, and the 
inspector's report of the land showed it not to 
be worth enough to secure the loan, Cobb felt 
no compunctions, so it is reported now, in 
changing the figures to suit himself and client. 
and thus get the money wanted. 

He was equally as fertile, it is charged, in 
the matter of abstracts and titles. If the 
party making application hadn’t a good title, 
Cobb had no trouble in making and attaching 
deeds of sufficient age and record to make the 
title perfect. 

He was fertile in expedients and operated on 

a large scale. 
Atlanta loan agencies seem to have been 
suspicious of him of late, and his applications, 
while seemingly correct, have recently re- 
ceived no answer at all. 

He formerly contracted some loans for the 
Atlanta Trust and Banking Company, but his 
ways didn’t suit that company and he was cut 
off. 

Some months ago he got a loan for a client 
through Mr. L. B. Nelson, and in securing this 
he added $1,000 to the inspector’s valuation of 
the land. Mr. Nelson, however, thinks there 
will be no loss. 

Cobb seems to have had poor luck in At- 
lanta, and the losses of the companies and 
agents here amount to little. 

Cobb is a young married man, and it is said 
lived beyond his means. Although he made 
several thousand dollars oy his schemes, he 
spent it all. and when he left had to borrow 
$50 from friends.

NEW COUNTY BRIDGE. 


A Visit By the Commissioners and Citizens. 
How the Work Is Progreséing and 
How the Bridge Gets Its Name. 


Garrett bridge is to be the name of the new 
county bridge over the Chattahoochee river. 

: The formal christening took place yester- 
ay. 

Yesterday morning four of the county com- 
missioners—Messrs. Collins, Nelms, Wilson 
and Garrett—accompanied by four gentlemen, 
who were their invited guests—Colonel 
George W. Adair, Major M. C. Kiser, Captain 
J. R. Wylie, and Captain E. P. Howell 
drove out to the site of the new bridge. 

They went for the purpose of looking over 
the work and found that the bridge was prac- 
tically completed, there being not more than a 
week’s work to be yet done on the approaches. 

The bridge is a handsome three-span iron 
structuta, splendidly constructed, and will 
cost the county $15,000. It issituated between 
Lowe and Howell’s ferry and the Green and 
Pope bridge. 

During the process of construction, the 
bridge has been under the charge ofan in- 
spector, who has given the work his time. 
The bridge has not been as yet formally ac- 
cepted, but will probablp be immediately upon 
its completion by the county commissioners. 

After looking over the field yesterday, and 
inspecting the bridge, the county 
commissioners decided to name the 
bridge after Captain W. J. Garrett, 
through whose ardent efforts the bridge has 
been built. Captain Garrett has given his 
time and attention to the bridge, and in its 
construction adds a very important public im- 
provement to that section of the county.

NEW YORK, my 29.—In the stock market today 
the professionals sti!] had the making of prices in their 
bands, the public and larger operators holding aloof 
with no immediate prospects of resuming their iater- 
est in the market for some time to come, There was 
only one feature of special importance in the trading 
ofthe day, and that was the selling of Louisville and 
Nashville, which was attributed to orders from Lon- 
don.
